to take the law into their own hands 
but that they may properly organ!z - 
to assist the officers iii enforcing the 
law, the criminal court of appeals 
Tuesday denied the application of J. 
P. Crawford, charged with “bootleg­ 
ging,” for a writ of mandamus against 
George W. FVrguson, county judge of 
Blaine county, to compel him to grant 
a change of judge in Crawford’s case. 
The application 
was based bn the 
fact that Judge Ferguson was a par­ 
ticipant iii the recent war against 
the bootleggers at Watonga. Tile state 
m eats made by Crawford and his 
friends were to -the effect that they 
had been put out of business by a 
lawless mob. The court holds that if 
t-he&e' statem ents were to be taken as 
true the application should certain­ 
ly 
be granted, but that they are 
not sustained by the evidence in the 
case. 
The affidavit cf form1 r Governor 
Thomas B. Ferguson, whose credibil­ 
ity is referred to by the court as be­ 
ing unquestioned, is quoted in full n 
the opinion, and several other affidav­ 
its a r - referred to as being along 
the $an»e line. 
"We think that under the condi­ 
tions proven to exist in Blaine c'aun- 
ty, and described in the affidavit of 
Governor Ferguson,” says the opin­ 
ion. written by Presiding Judge Hen­ 
ry M. Furman, “that the people of 
Blaine county not only had the right 
co organize in a lawful manner for 
the purpose of assisting the officer* 
to enforce the law, hut that it was 
their duty to do so.”
